Further complications arise from 
the fact that the school’s square 
footage would still be a lability as 
far as Sacramento's books are 
concerned, indicating that some 
other use would have to be found for 
the structures or the property would 
have to be sold and the money put 


back into PUSD coffers. 
assuaging some of the square 
footage obligation. Putting mone. 
bark intothe building budget sould 
accomplish this end

Undergrounding Splits Council 


Authority. for an underground 
utility district in connection with the 
widening of Chapman Avenue was 
approved Tuesday night by a split 3 
to 2 vote of the Placentia City 
Council, 

The city council agenda item had 
elicited lengthy — discussion es- 
pecially concerning the plight of 
individuals whose property might be 
caught in the widening project and 
who would still be assessed for the 
undergrounding of utilities. 

Councilwoman Virginia Farmer, 
with Councilman Donald — Holt 
joining. led the fight to investigate if 
some source of funding might be 
available to assist hardship cases 
caught in the comprehensive street 
improvement construction plans. 

The undergrounding area runs 
roughly trom Placentia Avenue to 
138 feet east of Anned Drive. 
Norman L. De Vilbiss, area manager 
for Southern California Edison Com- 

a oS 


pany explained, however, that his 
company is also involved at the same 
time in an undergrounding area that 
stretches into Fullerton at) the 
Placentia) Avenue and Chapman 
Avenue crossroads. 

DeVilbiss outlined that his utithits 
firm normally meets users ‘at the 
street’ and the expense of service 
trom that point onto private property 
is borne by the customer. 

The $224,000 project also includes 
the undergrounding of telephone 
lines. 

Norman K. Spielman of Govern- 
mental Professional Services, in his 
opening remarks to council explain- 
ed that undergrounding to medical 
offices owned by Bob Snell would be 
curtailed with only the telephone 
going underground. The building ts 
located at 530 West Chapman 
Avenue. 

Snell later protested having to go 
underground when there is a 


pole immediately ad: 
in back of a 


telephone 
jacent to his property. 
liquor store 

Discussion of other 
affected by the undergrounding 
brought remarks trom Mayor Pro 
Tem Wilham Rashtord concerning 
service oon the Peter Laborde 
property where a telephone pole ts 
located. 

Laborde’s front properties include 
a three unit commercial building and 
a home which are scheduled for 
demolition in the 9 Chapman 
widening. Properties the Lubordes 
own in back of the lot will sull 
require service. 

Laborde said that he has been 
contacted by Edison Company since 
the city council meeting and that 
discussion is) continuing on his 
undergrounding costs.

The irons of the proposed alternative is that while the federal 
government imitated the racial school integration program to help 
alleviate the abuses that some school districts were guilty of in not 
providing a quality education to minority students, the PUSD staftt ts 
ateempting to penalize the students of the McFadden School by proposing 
to close ther school, A much better solution would be to upgrade and 
provide school principals with enthusiasm for their school.

This week Mrs. Naney 
Clement, representing 
Chapter 410 of Amnesty 
International, a group of the 
Valencia United Methodist 
Church in) Placentia, an- 
nounced that the prisoner of 
conscience sponsored — by 
this group. Mrs. Pietrina di 
Maggio, was released in 
Morocco. 

Amnesty International is 
a worldwide network of 
citizens, who are concerned 
with prisoners of conscience 
in communist and in non- 
communist countries re- 
ceiving either a.fair trial or 
their freedom. The goal of 
this non-political organ- 
ization is that torture and 
other violations of Human 
Rights be | investigated, 
documented and — term- 
inated. 

After Amnesty — Inter- 
national requested urgent 
action on behalf of Mrs. di 
Maggio, an ill sixty three 
year old school teacher, who 
was being mistreated and 
detained in a Moroccan 
prison for eight) months 
without trial, the group 
started a campaign of 
sending telegrams to the 
Moroccan government. 

The group now ts seeking 
the whereabouts of a 
professor of theology, who 
was abducted in Argentina 
and has not been heard of 
since.
